Black Had Murdered Guard 
Coody at Cochran, ba, 


| Slayer Is Taken From Depu- 


ties on Way to Hawkins- 
ville by Crowd of 50, Strung 
to Pole and Riddled With 
Bullets. 


Cochran, § Ga., March °1,—_Homer 
Howell, a negro convict at work in @ 
camp a mile outside of this town, Was 
lynehed this afternoon, after he had 
killed one of the guards and attempted 
to shoot down two other guards. 

Joseph Coody, 40 years old, married 
and the father of several children, was 
the guard who was killed. 

Howell and sixty other men in the 
camp, it is claimed, had plotted to 
make a get-away this afternoon. When 
Howell ha#@*a good chance, he felled 
Coody with a shovel which he had been 
using in the roadwork. He then drew 
a revolver from the pocket of the dead 
guard, and, before the other guards 
who were close by realized what had 
occurred, he leveled the revolver at 
one of them and began to shoot, turn- 
ing quickly and continuing the fire at 
the other. Neither of the other guards 
was wounded. Both returned the fire, 
and Howell fell with a bullet in his 
body, after he had exh: usted all of the 
ammunition that he h d. 

There was some e:citement in the 
camp at the time, but none of the other 
prisoners made any attempt to get 
away. One guard stood over the 
wounded negro, while the other went 
to the side of Coody, who had not 
moved frém the position where he fell. 
Coody was dead. 

Started to Hawkinsville. 


Authorities at Cochran were notified, 
and aid was sent to the guards to pFe- 
vent any further outbreak. Then How- 
ell was started on his way to Haw- 
kinsville, where it had been planned 
to place him behind the bars and to 
prepare for his punishment. 

Hawkinsville is 10 miles away from 
the convict camp. Half way along the 
quiet road a mob of fifty men stopped 
the rig in which Howell was being 
conveyed to Hawkinsville and com- 
manded that he be turned over to 
them. 

The deputies who had the prisoner 
attempted to get away by lashing their 
horse but one of the members of the 
mob, who held a revolver in one ho 2d, 
grasped the bridle of the horse,™and 
then the negro was dragged from the 
carriage. 

Strung to Pole. 

Howell was quickly strung up to a 
pole at the roadside, and his body rid- 
dled with bullets. 

The deputies returned to Cochran 
and told what had occurted. 

Howell had been considered a bad 
negro, and the authorities were aware

Morris leaped from the porch and 
started in pursuft of the black man. 
He found him sitting in front of the 
Boys’ High School, corner Gilmer 
and Courtland streets, and when Mrs. 
Cohen identified him as her assailant 
Morris slapped the negro in the face. 
As Morris start® towards his home 
the negro lunged at him with a knife. 
The «een instrument entered the left 
breast between the fourth and fifth ribs. 
The negro fied in the direction of the 
car barn and escaped. Mra. Cohen 
screamed and one of the first to reach 
her side was Mrs. Morris, the wife of 
the, wounded man. The two women 
carried Morris to the Grady hospital 
three squares away.

Startling admission of the approaching collapse of the Wilson 
boom is written in the attempt of the Wilson propagandists : to 
dicker with the Clark advocates in Nebraska.

The humblest and most inarticulate politician in congress ha 
heretofore had access to a short-cut to glory and statesmanship ir. 
the minds of the more confiding of his constituency through two 
simple expedients: The “leaye to print” in The Congressional 
Record and the privilege of scattering, with his own careful hand, 
liberal quantities of such phrases as “applause,” “wild applause,” 
“tumultuous laughter and loud and prolonged applause” through- 
out his rhetorical efforts carried in that circumspect publication. 

The first device is, thus far, undisturbed. But the personally- 
conducted “applause” feature 1s in grave jeopardy, if the house 
chooses to consider seriously a resolution offered by Representa- 
tive Dupree, of Louisiana. , The resolution provides that the word 
“applause” shall not appear in any part or parcel of The Record. 
Consequently, the imagination of the plodding and  somnolent 
reader will be requisitioned to enlighten him as to just when and 
how and where the admiring colleagues of the speaker burst forth 
into irrepressible clamor. 

Really, congress improves. Some time ago the consensus of 
congressional opinion decreed that it was bad form to interlard 
one’s own efforts with symptoms of acclaim that existed only in 
the mind of the author. A way was found, however, to evade this 
embargo. Members friendly to each other took turn about in vig- 
orously hand-clapping for each other at a signal. The obliging 
Record clerk had, then, no alternative other than to insert the cov- 
eted “applause” in the transcript. But now even this poor prerog- 
ative is to be massacred. It is sad. The pain of the situation is 
intensified as we remember that the made-to-order manifestations 
of popularity and approval were,. almost invariably, appended to 
speeches that were never delivered. If congress keeps on evolving 
modesty in a geometrical ratio, we may even live to see the day 
when the “leave to print” concession will be rudely abolished, free 
seed put in limbo and candidates for re-election induced to stand 
for office without any meretricious aid. 

Revolution is, however, invariably gradual. It is, perhaps, too 
much to hope that all these reforms shall be materialized in the 
lifetime of/ the present generation.

BUSINESS PROTESTS IN MEXICO. 


The recent outpouring of popular sentiment in Mexico City in 
support of the government will be only ‘effectual as it encourages 
President Madeto and his advisers to. prosecute a vigorous policy 
toward the revolts sporadically proceeding throughout the repub- 
lic. Dispatches relate that every class of citizenry participated in 
the parade and the mass meetings, in itself-a significant symptom. 
But the most important development was that which indicated that 
the citizens were not so enthusiastic over Madero as they were 
resentful of the continued disaffection which makes stable govern- 
ment impossible and interferes with the orderly transaction of 
business. 

If that feeling persists and gathers strength in every portion 
of the country, it will be a question of time only before the revolt 
is a matter of ancient history. The pocket- book argument is pow- 
erful in promoting peace and discountenancing. selfish discord. 
And the Mexican pocket-book, regardless of Jocation and excepting 
only the agitatiny politicians, is universally affected. Whether the

The trouble with the gentlemen who 
haye attempted to reply seems to be 
that they have allowed themselves to 
fall into retaliatory criticism of Mr. 
Hearst, as a satisfactory means /of es- 
cape from the most notable contribu- 
tion that has been made to the present 
political controversy. 

The people have a right to demand 
the fullest light on the political prin- 
ciples for which each candidate stands. 
In arriving at the point of intelligent

Railroad Commission Not Likelp 
to Hear Electric Complaint 


Hearing Has Been Fixed for 
April 15—Electric Company 
Must File Answer by March 
30—R. C. Bosche Complaint 
to Be Heard. 


While no formal action has yet been 
taken, there are indications that the 
city’s complaint against the Georgia 


Railway and Electric Company now, 
pending with the railroad commission | 


will shortly be dismissed, as a result 
of the prospective compromise. 

At the request. of 
James L. Mayson, Chairman C. M. Can- 
dler, of the railroad commission, Thurs- 
day wrote to Henry Earle Riggs, of 
Ann Arbor, Mich., the expert who came 
here to appraise the physical property 
of the company used for the manu- 
facture and distribution of current for 
lighting and power, and asked him to 
send a statement of his bill up to the 
time when he ceased work on his ap- 
praisement. Mr. Riggs and his assist- 
ant spent about two weeks on the 
work in Atlanta. 

This evidently means that the city 
is getting ready to settle the bill, and 
to withdraw its proceedings before the 
railroad commission, which is to be 
done in accordance with the terms of 
the compromise as soon as it is finally 


agreed to. 

So far, the status of the complaint 
before the commission is unchanged. 
The hearing is fixed for April 16, and 
the Georgia Railway and Electric 


Company is called upon to answer the 


petition on March 30. 

But, even if the city’s petition is 
withdrawn, as it is now expected it 
will be, the complaint of R. C. Bosche, 
as a citizen and consumer of electricity 
and «as, is still pending. This petition, 
fn addition to asking material reduc- 
tions in the price of electric current 
below those agreed upon in the com- 
promise, also asks that the price of 
gas be ordered reduced to 85 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet 

The Bosche petition is also set for 
hearing on April 15, and the railway 
company and the gas light company 
are called upon to make answer to it 
on March 30. So, there will still be an 
answer filed and a hearing, notwith- 
standing the withdrawal of the city’s 
petition. 

Just what turn this hearing will 
take, it is difficult to predict. In this 
case the railroad commission has not 
been furnished with any funds with 
which to make an investigation of the 
affairs of the company, and it has no 
funds of its own for such purposes. 
The only thing it can do is to get at 
the situation in the best possible man- 
ner with such information as can be 
obtained without expense. 


| RAILROAD GOSSIP 


The railroads are waiting with great 
interest the report of the annual con- 
vention of the American Railwav En- 
gineering Association, now being held 
in Chicago, which will take up at 
length the broken rail question and 
the possibility of further improve- 
ments in rail; making This was the 
discussion which occupied all of Wed- 
nesday’s session, and tn addition an 
exhaustive report is to be made by the 
rail committee. 

The most recent wreck caused by a 
broken rail occurred last week, when 
the Twentieth Century Limited, the 
palace train from Chicago to New 
York, was derailed above New York 
and five cars pitched into the Hudson 
river. Only the foot of ice on the river 
prevented a disaster that would have 
gone down as memorable in the his- 
tory of railroad wrecks. A scientific 
test in the investigation of the derail- 
ing is to be conducted by the govern- 
ment with the consent of the New York 
Central and Hudson River’ Railroad 
Company. 


The best showing for many months 
was made by the railroads during Feb- 
ruary, when a gain of 7.7 per cent itis 
noted over the same period last year. 
The total earnings reach $86,526,370, 
The last half of the month showed the 
greatest advance, but business was 
good in all of the four weeks, and the 
increase is not due solely to the fact 
that this was leap year and February 
had one more day.

Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States district court, has applied to 
Judge Pardee, of the court of appeals, 
for the appointment of another judge 
to preside in the dissolution suit 
against the so-called Naval Stores 
Company, which comes up in April for 
the filing of demurrers, pleas, etc. 

The request of Judge Speer is based 
on court proceedings that were started 
as far back as 1907. In that year cer- 
tain officers of the company were in- 
dicted on criminal charges in con- 
nection with violations of the anti- 
trust laws, and entered pleas of guilty, 
for which they were given jail sen- 
tences, this later being changed to a 
fine of $30,000 each, when it was shown 
Judge Speer that the enforcement of 
the jail sentence would endanger the 
life of the mother of S. P. Shotter, one 
of the ¢onvicted men. Judge Speer 
claims the convicted men took vows in 
open court never to violate the iaw 
again, and that subsequently they have 
been indicted and convicted for a re- 
peated violation of the anti-trust law, 
which conviction was affirmed by the 
court of appeals, and is now pending 
before the mipreme court of the Unitea 
States. 

“These and thee considerations lead 
me to request that some other judge 
may be designated by yourself to try 
this case,” says Judge Speer in his 
letter to Judge Pardee,

Tests of New Process Which May 
Revolutionize the Trade, 


Will Be Conducted at Cement 
Plant Near Atlanta—To 
Double Product of Phos- 
phoric Acid by Baking Rock 
in Large Rotzery Kiln. 


For the next week or ten days the 
eyes of the fertilizer world will be cen- 
tered upon Georgia. 

Some tests upon phosphate rock are 
to be conducted at Fbortland cement 
plants near —.tlanta, which, if success- 
ful, it is said, will greatly reduce the 
cost of producing commercial fertil- 
izers, and at the same time furnish a 
more satisfactory and effective mix- 
ture for use on the farm. 

These tests are to be made of a cer- 
tain patented process which is backed 
Dy eastern capitalists, with whom are 
associated also some well-Known citi- 
gens of Chattanooga. 

The process contemplates the manu- 
facture of phosphoric acid without the 
use of sulphuric acid, and consists in 
part of baking the rock under high 
temperature in a rotary kiln such as is 
used in the manufacture of Portland 
cement. 

It is said that as a result of this 
process nearly or quite tWice the 
amount of available phosphorfc acid 
can be obtained from th- rock as is se- 
cured by the sulphuric acid method. 

In addition, it is stated that lime- 
stone can be added to the new product 
as a filler, which is not possible with 
the present article. 

It is claimed that the resultant pro- 
duct is in every way more satisfac- 
tory and effective, and that its suc- 
cess will mean a material cheapening | 
of fertilizers to the farmer.

AND EFFECT ON POULTRY 
N every hand we hear complaint 
O among poultry men as to the 

weather conditions that pre- 
vailed over the entire south, during 
the winter just ended. No one can 
astimate the loss that the exception- 
ally bad weather has caused the 
poultry men, = 

Of course the poultry men are not 
alone in this respect, for the entire ag- 
ricultura] interests have suffered, and 
that severely. We are all about six 
weeks behind Spring has at last open- 
ed up and has apparently come _ to 
remain. But we cannot catch up the 
time that has been lost. 

In the south, our best chickens are 
Fatched out in December, January and 
February. It is in these months that 
poultry men incubate, the hen hatches 
blue ribbon birds and the pullets that 
furnish us with winter eggs. 

It was with these early hatched 
birds that southern poultrymen, slip- 
ped up on the northern breeders at the 
great international show, and went 
home with the blue ribbons and spe- 
cials that the northern poultrymen 
were confident they would capture.

“You fellows have been going forth 
for your blue ribbon stock, but the 
game has changed.

There will be a 
great scarcity of high scoring cocker- 
els and pullets that were bred in th 
south, next fall . 

The poultrymen who were fortunate 
enough to get off a good bunch of 
high-class birds, during the three 
months named above, and pulled them 
through the wet weather that we have 
passed through, can get a top notch 
price for them next fall. 

Because of the bad conditions the 
demand for eggs for hatching has been 
very light, consequently the demand itn 
April will be better than it has heen 
in many vears. So Keep your hens lay- 
ing. Let the people know through 
The Constitution poultry ad columns 
that you have the goods and you will 
find ready sale for about all that your 
hens can furnish. 


Watch the Flock. 


At this season of the vear fowls are 
more susceptible to disease than at 
any other time. I have said very many

times that carelessness {s a prime fac- 
tor in the cause of poultry diseases. 
It sometimes happens thet just a lit- 
very large 
amount of trouble, if not great loss, to 
a breeder of poultry. 

We are now passing through a long 
continued rainy spell. Watch the roost- 
ing places, the hen house, the nests 
where “he little fellows sleep end 
where the hens lay. Where at noon 
the hens have retired for a little quiet 
and rest a Mbera]. sprinkling of lime 
will do much to prevent vermin from 
collecting for breeding purposes. Care- 
fully remove the droppings in the hen 
house every day. If there !s as there 
should be a ground floor, see that it is 
filled in with sand or soft earth two 
or three inches above the outside level. 

Be sure to have a comfortable place 
for the chicks at night, as itn the hen 
house have their roosting place of sand 
orsoft earth elevated above the ground 
level with a little lime on top; make 
it clean every day and disinfect with 
a good mite killer. Spray it with 
chloro naptholeum or any one of the 
coal ofl preparations. Watch the mites 
and lice; do not let them get ahead of 
you. Watch every chicken, large and 
small, in the flock. The moment you 
see any one of them droopy take it up, 
find the trouble and correct it. If at 
all sick put into the hospital. Fowls 
suffer more than most people think 
from a disordered: liver in summer. 
There are many simple remedies that 
will quickly bring the liver back info 
healthy working order. 


The Dandelion Remedy. 


Did you know that there is a weed 
growing all over the south and one 
that every old negro knows all about, 
that is the best Ilver medicine for 
fowls that could be used? Well, the 
weed is dandelion. The root only is 
used. It should be carefully dried this 
season for next summer’s use, but can 
be given green with good results. Dig 
it up, cut off the top, put the roots in 
a warm dry place, and when your 
fowls have diarrhoea give them a 


piece of it about one-fourth the size 


of a lead pencil, mashed up, !f not 
thoroughly dry, and beat up fine if dry. 
In case vou cannot procure it, go to 
any drug store, and get the tincture, a 
teaspoonful is a dose for a grown 
fow]. Now, as I have said, almost 
every disease that fowls are subject to

COTTON DECLINED 
UNDER REALIZING 


Rumors That Leading Long 
Lines Were Being Liqui- 
dated—Spot Lower. — 


New York, March 21.—Notwithstand- 
ing continued prospects for favorable 
weather in the eastern belt, the cotton 
market wag unsettled and lower dur- 
ing today’s trading under heavy real- 
izing and rumors that leading long 
lines were being liquidated. The clos- 
ing tone was steady, but last prices 
showed a net loss of from 8 to ll 
points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 1 
point on the steady showing of Liver- 
pool and the unsettled appearance of 
the weather map, but offerings were 
heavy from the start, and while slight 
rallies occurred from time to time, as 
@ result of covering or spurts of bull 
support, the general tendency of prices 
was downward until in the middle of 
the afternoon active months showed a 
net loss of from 12 to 15 points. 

Covering caused @ slight rally from 
this level, and closing prices were 5 or 
6 points up from the lowest. The early 
Weather map showed less rain in the 
south during the preceding 24 hours 
than had been expected from yester- 
day’s forecast, and while the eastern 
belt forecast of this morning was for 
rain tonight and tomorrow, with much 
lower temperatures, fair weather was 
predicted for the western belt, and the 
Character of the day's trading ap- 
peared to create an impression ‘among 
local traders that some of the larger 
bulls were trying to reduce their long 
lines before the weather becomes set- 
tled. Less favorable reports concern- 
ing the English labor situation and 
apprehension that further delays in 
reaching a settlement of the coal 
strike may prove very demoralizing 
to general trade, were probably a fac- 
tor on the decline, and while the ma- 
jority of advicesfromthe south were 
bullish as to the spot situation, a re- 
port reached here from New Orleans 
during the afternoon the demand was 
less active and the basis easier.
